Stassen Defends Blair Despite 
CIO Proof of His Pro- Tobin Line 


Sixteen city, state and na- 
tional CIO leaders, headed 
by UCWOC Regional Direc- 
tor Frank Barnhart, saw 
Governor Stassen Wednes- 
day afternoon to protest 
against his appointee Blair's 
unfair and biased conduct of 
the state labor board hear- 
ings, and concluded by de- 


manding that Stassen re- 
move Blair from his post. 

The CIO c o m m i t t e e 
spokesmen pointedly re- 
minded Stassen that lie him- 
self had promised that the 
Stassen labor act would in- 
sure the workers their dem- 
ocratic right to an election 
to establish which union 


should represent them. This 
right was denied by Blair 
when lie refused such an 
election to the workers in 
the furniture section of Lo- 
cal 544-CIO.

Casey comes from San Francisco. The overwhelming 
majority of AFL Teamsters contracts on the West Coast 
are written without seniority clauses. Casey thinks what is 
good enough for him on the Coast is good enough for you, 
ndpr tne Oa«*J brand >f negotiations, vou would wind up 
with a measly union, a eloped -hop contract to force you 
to pay dues, and no protection and no condition? And 
the snapper would be the length of the contract. A prece- 
dent u the two-year contract Art Hudson jus ogned in 
Sf f aid, with the cost of living going up every hour. 



One of the main reasons why we have such a 
splendid meeting here tonight is because you have 
figured out Casey's pitch, and you want union 
action to prevent it. (Cheers). 

We Mean Business 

We have filed strike notices against the bosses. These 
strike notices mean what they say. Local 544-CIO means 
that if we don't receive workingmen's justice at the end 
of the waiting period, that Stassen and Blair and Tobin 
and the ho,, es will know we haven't been kidding. We'll tie 
this town up so tight they will have to meet our demands. 

There are a few things we ask of you in order to help 
bring this fight to victory in the shortest possible time. 

First, we want more drivers to sign the blue applica- 
tion card,. We want to present a veritable mountain of 
evidence to con front Blair with, and to take to the National 
Labor Relations Board. 

Second, we want to see the M4-CIO button on every 
man in the industry, When Tobin launched his campaign 
of violence, we told you to protect yourself on the job. If 
Tobin's goons threatened you, we advised you to accept 
their dirty button. We knew you would keep the real 544 
in your hearts, i Loud applause). 

Now a new situation has arisen. More and more drivers 
are wearing 544 CIO buttons and defying Tobin's goons. 
We say to you tonight, that with thi< solid group as a 
nucleus, there is going to be a 544 CIO button on every 
man in the industry.

Evaporated Milk 
Discussed by 
Consumers^ Guide 

"Seventeen ounces of evapo- 
rated milk contain practically the 
same nutrients as one quart of 
fresh whole milk/' writes the Con- 
sumer's Guide, publication of the 
Consumers* Counsel Division of 
the Department of Agriculture. 

"Evaporated milk is an excel- 
lent source of vitamin G (ribo- 
flavin ) and a #ood source of vita- 
min A, It can be reinforced with 
vitamin D, so as to make it a bet- 
ter source of this nutrient than 
fresh untreated whole milk. When 
evaporated milk is reinforced, the 
label must say 'with increased vita- 
min D content,' or 'vitamin D con- 
tent increased/ 

"While the heat necessary for 
evaporation changes the taste of 
the milk slightly, giving it a cook- 
ed flavor, the heat treatment has 
its advantages. The casein in the 
milk (the most important protein) 
is affected by the heat so that in 
most cases it is easily digested by 
invalids and children. The result 
is a curd which is similar to that | 
of mother's milk. Evaporated milk 
is also homogenized, that is, the 
fat globules are reduced in size 
,i vi di 1 r< d eveniy throughout 
the milk. 

"Evaporated milk \> bacteria- 
free when a can of it is opened. 
After it i? opened, however, it 
should be k*pt cool like any other 
milk/'

Grant Dunne asked the 
governor if he didn't think 
that the 54 days which have 
passed since the 544 CIO 
election petit ions were filed 
is long enough for Blair to 
have handed down deci- 
sions. The governor would 
not reply. 

Dunne charged that Blair had 
broken his personal word that he 
would hear the 544-CIO petitions 
as they were accepted and make 
his decisions accordingly. Instead, 
Bliar has aided Tobin by shunting 
aside the 544-CIO petitions and 
beginning a hearing on the newly- 
filled Tobin petition which would 



deny the drivers their democrat it- 
rights by certifying the AFL as 
citywide bargaining agent without 
an election. 

The governor told the skeptical 
committee he was not well ac- 
quainted with the 544-CIO .situa- 
tion, but would look into it. He 
said he approved of Blair's ac- 
tions, even after some of the many 
ridiculous blunders by Blair were 
cited. 

Blair's conduct of the hearings 
has convinced the bulk of the la- 
bor movement that he is not act- 
ing for himself, but is following 
instructions from others. The 
CIO interview with Stassen indi- 
cates clearly where Blair is re- 
ceiving at least part of his in- 
structions. Stassen indicated he 
approved the farcical game Blair 
is playing, and that he indorses 
the travesty on justice being en- 
acted by Blair in the hearings. 

The committee, on leaving, told 
Stassen that his attitude was com- 
pletely u ^satisfactory.

opening day a thrilling moment 
came, when the Kurd Local 
band marched in. Thousands* of 
delegate- and visitors stood to wel- 
come this newest contingent of 
fighting workers. A stir filled the 
hall as everyone responded to the 
wave of exaltation which the sight 
of this militant band of worker^ 
envoked. Here were men and wo- 
men, Negroes and Whites who had 
won a bitter battle against the 
most reactionary force in Ameri- 
can industry. 

Another wave of rank and file 
enthusiasm filled the 
hall when the Ladies Auxiliary 
marched in, clad in their uniforms. 
These women, who now comprise 
the largest ladies auxiliary in the 
trade union movement, have a tra- 
dition of militancy and fight which 
matches that of their men. Their 
appearance was hailed with mass 
singing of "Solidarity Forever." 

Another feature of the conven- 
tion which gladdens the heart of 
trade unionists is the large num- 
ber of Negro delegates who par- 
ticipate in the work of the conven- 
tion, with none of the old line 
class discrimination which has al- 
ways marked the AFL conven- 
tions, Puring one session the ques- 
tion of discrimination against 
Negro workers in defense industry 
was discussed. A Negro delegate, 
president of his union local, 
pleaded with the delegates to "do 
something besides pass resolu- 
tions." Other delegates reported 
on progress made in placing Negro 
workers in defense industry and 
winning for them, through union 
activity, earned promotions. 

Workers Oppose Boss War 

President Thomas received his 
largest ovation when he spoke on 
the question of war. His remark — 
i4 I still say we should keep our- 
selves on record as against any 
foreign adventure" — brought 
down the house, proving once 
again that the workers in this 
country dorft want war. 

The Reuther faction won the 
first test fight when it succeeded 
in preventing the seating of the 
ten Allis-Chalmers delegates who 
were charged with being illegally 
elected. These delegates were the 
leaders of a seventy-nine day 



Knox, and even from some of their 
own national officials. Their de- 
feat at this convention was .-cored 
by former vice-president Kd flail 
as "a happy day for the Manufac- 
turers Association." 

The second fight occurred over 
the majority report of the Resolu- 
tions Committee on the North 
American Aircraft situation. The 
majority report * provided that 
while all West Coast aircraft mat- 
ters be left directly in the hands 
of the national executive board, 
the West Coa>t oeal> be allowed 
convention to select their own regional di- 
rector. Last spring, after the gov- 
ernment had moved troops into 
the North American plant, Rich- 
ard Franken.-teen flew to Ingle- 
wood and removed all of that lo- 
cal's executive board member.-, as 
well as suspending six internation- 
al organizers, including Le \ 
Michener, regional director. The 
CAW Executive Board upheld his 
actions, denying at the same time 
that Frankensteen had approved 
of the government's action. 

It is, as we have said, a turbu- 
lent convention, with the major- 
ity of the rank and file delegates 
amazed and bewildered by the 
sharpness of the fight between the 
two executive board factions. 

The spirit of the convention it-- 
.-elf, however, gives rise to assur- 
ance that these militant auto 
workers who have demonstrated 
their fighting spirit on hundreds 
of picket lines during the past six 
years, will not allow factional 
fights and splits to destroy the 
militancy of this great union.

At this point Tobin's "organ- 
izers'" came over, expertly "frisk- 
ed" the Pratt brothers to see if 
they carried weapons, and imme- 
diately began to slug and beat 
them. 

Mistaken Identity 

The Pratts think that the busi- 
way in which the attack 
carried out indicates that 
their identity may have been mis- 
taken. The thugs apparently 
thought they were "taking care" 
of somebody. Who? Rival mob- 
sters who may have been trying 
to cut in on the Tobin racket? 
Attorneys who have refused to 
work with the plug-uglies? 

"Things have come to a fine 
pass when you can't take your 
family out to dinner without being 
attacked/' Alderman Pratt stated 
as he pressed the charge of crimi- 
nal assault. 

Launch Crime Wave 

Things have come to such a 
pass for others, too, since Tobin's 
"organizers" cams to town. The 
outrage committed upon the 
Pratts is only the latest of a series 
perpetrated by the mob that gets 
paid off at 257 Plymouth Avenue 
North. Among these outrages are: 
t. On Sunday, July 20th, AFL 
organizers George O'Brien 
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ert Brennan (brother of secre- 
tary-treasurer Sid Brennan of To- 
bin's "544-AFL"), Axel Soder- 
berg and Frank Bochniak went 
out to Hill City to "settle" a per- 
sonal dispute between the Bren- 
nans' father and a Hill City farm- 
er, Walter Doree. The farmer 
courageously defended himself 
against the guns of the "organ- 
izers" and, though he fell badly 
wounded, killed one of his assail- 
ants*, AFL organizer Robert Bren- 
nan* 

A coroner's jury promptly freed 
farmer Doree, finding that he had 
fired in self-defense. The neigh- 
borhood expressed its sympathy 
by raising a collection for the 
Doree family. The other AFL or- 
ganizers were charged with first 
degree assault and bonds set at 
$5,000 each. 

Pair Escape Murder 

2. On August t>, a carload of 
gunmen pursued an independent 
truckowner and his helper, Harold 
Reed and Louis Pirck Prickett, 
and when their victims fled for 
refuge into a gas station, at Mar- 
quette and Grant, the gunmen 
fired volley after volley of shots 
through the door of the filling sta- 
tion, missing their victims by 
inches. 

The truckers had made a deliv- 
ery to a store which was being 
bannered by the AFL for having 
laid off a painter. Raw Deal Neal 
had pledged the AFL would settle 
that beef, and the shooting was an 
aftermath. The police who were 
supposed to be protecting Prickett 
and Reed looked the other way, 
another example of the "k nd- 
ness" shown the AFL. 

AFL "organizers" Beeley and 
Buckley were questioned for this 
crime only after: 

3. AFL organizers Kenneth 
Buckley of Kansas City and John 
Beeler of New York were arrested 
August 7 at 5:30 a. m. after they 
were caught invading the bedroom 
of a Rochester nurse in the Hotel 
Nicollet. The woman's screams 
brought to her aid James Bol- 
linger, hotel night manager, and 
Ed Porter, house detective. To- 



bin's plug-uglies swung blackjacks 
and bottles at the woman's res- 
cuers, but were finally subdued. 

The Rochester nurse, anxious to 
avoid the public appearance in 
court if she pressed a criminal 
assault charge, left it to the police 
to do so. 

Instead, Tobin's thugs were 
merely charged with the minor 
charge of disorderly conduct. 
They were fined $15 each — which 
was promptly paid from the treas- 
ury of the Tot in dues machine.

They will ail be ex- 
tradited on Alderman Pratt's 
charge. They are Kenneth Burk- 
ley, who in his previous arrests 
claimed to be from Kansas City, 
but who now -aid he was from 
Galveston, Texas John Beeler of 
New York, and Henry Smith.

On How a Union Functions 
Under NeaFs Dictatorship 



Do you want to know what 
would be in store' for the Min- 
neapolis transport driver u,^\ 
should ever submit to Raw Deal 
Neal', d.eUtOMfe p? 

Do you want to know the kind 
of "sweetheart'* deals that Tobin's 
agents make with the bosses at the 
expen.se of the drivers' wages and 
jobs? 

Study the letter, printed below, 
which was received thi* week from 
a member of the AFL Teamster? 
outfit in Omaha, Nebraska. The 
writer, fearing reprisals at the 
hands of Tobin and Neal, a.-k. 
that his name be deleted. His let- 
ter follows: 

"Members of Local o44 in Oma- 
ha, Nebraska, are watching devel- 
opments closely in the fight of the 
Minneapolis drivers against To- 
bin's dictatorship. Omaha drivers 
are at present under the heel of 
Tobin and his well-paid stoope, T. 
T. Neal, and Neal's apprentice- 
dictators. 

No More Elections 

"There are no more democratic 
elections in the Omaha local. To- 
bin placed the local in receivership 
because the union was in debt to 
him for per capita tax. 

"When Neal announced the re- 
ceivership he promised the debts 
would quickly be paid off, and that 
the local would be out of receiver 
ship in six months. THAT WAS 
ABOUT 15 MONTHS AGO. 

"Several months prior to Neal's 
dictatorship, members of the 
transfer section voted to increase 
their monthly dues from $2 to $3 
to meet the debts of the union and 
hire a union doctor. Weverthe 
less, the receivership was forced 
on them. 

"Shortly after Neil got in the 
saddle as boss, he 'negotiated* and 
signed a two-year city cartage 
contract. It provides for 55c per 
hour during the first year and 
hlVzc per hour the second 
with a 54-hour week. We are tied 
up with this contract until June, 
1942. 

Takes Job With Boss 

Neal appointed T. V. Smith to 
be his head local stooge in spite 
of the fact that Smith's conduct as 
secretary-treasurer of the local 
provided Tobin with the pretext 
for placing the local in receiver- 
ship. 

Smith was just the type that 
Neal chooses. After three months 
Smith decided to go to work for 
the employers direct. He accepted 
a job with the bosses as spotter on 
over-the-road drivers and as griev- 
ance negotiator for the employers' 
organization. 

A "Sweetheart" Deal 

In October, 1940, the first area 
over-road contract which contain- 
ed a Nebraska Rider, 
Since the employers ha< 
signed the second area contract 
that spring (before the receiver- 
ship), the new contract was to go 
into effect automatically. 

The Nebraska Rider provided a 
60c hourly scale on intra-state op- 
erations. The new contract pro- 
vided the regular area scale of 3c 
per mile plus 75c on local runs 
and 85c on through runs for ped- 
dling, breakdown time, etc. Jn

When attorneys for the defen- 
dants requested a 90-day period 
to prepare their argument, Prose- 
cutor Anderson, ignoring the rea- 
sons given by the attorneys show- 
ing the necessity for giving them 
this three-months period, told 
Judge Bell: 

"The government wants this 
trial to be the First on the docket 
when court convenes on Septem- 
ber 23rd." 

Prosecutor Anderson was obvi- 
ously not talking merely for him- 
self. It was plain that he was un- 
der orders from Washington to 
get this anti-union case to trial as 
soon as possible. 

Membership Gives Answer 

The splendid membership meet- 
ing of Local 544-CIO, the evening 
of the same day that Anderson 
was demanding early trial of the 
union's leaders, will undoubtedly 
drive Anderson and the Depart- 
ment of Justice to even more d< - 
perate haste. 

Instigated by AFL chieftain 
Daniel J. Tobin, and arranged for 
him by his political friends,, this 
rase was .-up posed to scare the 
544-CIO membership into meekly 
submitting to Tobin's carpet-bag- 
gers. The membership didn't get 
scared. 

The Tobin-Roosevelt machine 
must now push the trial as fast as 
possible, in the hope that the actu- 
al trial will do what the indict- 
ment failed to do— break the spir- 
it of 544-CIO. This vile f ram -up 
will fail to do that, but, having 

committed themselves to this 
strategy, the Tobin Rno.-evelt m;i 
chine is certain to go through with 
the trial.

J. Meyer and Arthur LeSueur 
need adequate time to prepare for 
argument because of the big con- 
stitutional questions involved in 
this case. 

Basis of Indictment 

Goldman pointed out that the 
government's indictment attempts 
to convict the 2 ( J defendants un- 
der two statutes which have never 
before been used in any case. He 
toad*' rh>ar that the defpn.-e in- 
tends to challenge the constitu- 
tionality of these statutes and 
their applicability to militant 
unionists and opponents of imper- 
ialist war. 

One of these statutes, Goldman 
poin ed out. was passed in 18f>l 
for u -e again -t. the < on federary. 
The particular section of this sta- 
tute which is now employed by the 
government in this indictment — 
charging "conspiracy to overthrow 
the government by force and vio- 
lence" — has never been used be 
fore against anybody and there- 
fore its constitutionality has 
never been tested. 

The other statute — the "sedi- 
tion" provision of the Smith "gag 
law" — was passed only a year ago, 
becoming law when Roosevelt 
signed it on June If, 1940, and 
this is the first case brought under 
it. "Off the record," Department 
of Justice officials told the Wash- 
ington correspondent of The Na- 
Hon, liberal weekly, that they 
were dubious as to the constitu- 
tionality of this statute.

Johnson said the ACLU also need- 
ed more time to prepare. 

Judge Hell gave the defendants 
until September 1st to file their 
motions in written form, and left 
it to Judge M. M. Joyce, who will 
sit here in September, to set the 
date for argument- on the defense 
motions. Prosecutor Anderson 
stated he would get in touch with 
Judge Joyce immediately and try 
to get him to set the earliest date 
possible for argument.

Sometimes the actions of Big 
Business and the government in 
Washington are m> blatantly pho- 
nie that even a six-year old child 
could see through them.

Some time ago the Indus- 
trial Union of Marine and 
Shipbuilding Workers, which 
has within its membership 80 
percent of the Federal em- 
ployes, asked for an increaie 
in waqes, seniority, vacations, 
and the union shop. The com* 
pany refused to deal with the 
union, so a strike was called. 
Just a few hours prior to the 
strike deadline Secretary Per- 
kins certified the dispute to 
the National Defense Media- 
tion Board.

The workers agreed to call off 
their -itike to give the Hoard time 
to consider the case. After a few 
weeks the NDMB handed down 
a proposal for a 12 percent in- 
crease in wages, seniority of sorts, 
vacations, and a modified form of 
union -hop wherein present union 
members and all those who join 
the union later would be com- 
pelled to keep their union mem- 
bership in good standing as a con- 
dition of employment.
